Cuba. 


The United States, in a strong 
note, had 
protested against an 
“ intense official campaign of slan­ 
der" 
Prime Minister Castro's minis* 
try of foreign relations issued a 
brief note of reply say ing the pro­ 
test was rejected. 
It added that an answer would 
be made to nine specific U.S. 
complaints in what it termed due 
time. 
Daniel Braddock. U. S Embas­ 
sy minister - counselor, deliv ered 
the American protest to the Cu­ 
ban ministry shortly before noon, 
but the Cuban answer did not ac­ 
knowledge receipt of the note. 
The reply from the ministry of 
foreign relations said: “ The gov ­ 
ernment of Cuba rejects categori­ 
cally affirmations which appeared 
in a press statement issued today 
in Washington and in due time 
will answer each one of the points 
contained in it.” 
The reply was termed an “ offi­ 
cial note of the Ministry of For­ 
eign Relations." It bore no signa­ 
ture. Foreign Minister Raul Roa 
now is on a South American trip 
with President Osv aldo Dorticos. 
The U.S. mov e to complain of­ 
ficially was said to hav e been in­ 
itiated before Friday ’s announce­ 
ment by Sov iet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev that he had accepted 
an inv itation to v isit Cuba. Offi­ 
cials said there was no connec­ 
tion. 
But U. S. authorities were ob­ 
v iously concerned with the pro­ 
posed Khrushchev v isit as one 
more piece of ev idence of Cuba's 
ties with the Communist bloc. 
The U.S. note spoke of a Cuban 
tactic of seeking “ to sow distrust 
and animosity " while claiming to 
seek friendship 
and 
undemand­ 
ing. 
“ An intense official campaign of 
slander like this does not promote 
the climate of economic coopera­ 
tion and 
peaceful 
dev elopment 
which the people of the United 
States, like those of all this hem­ 
isphere, certainly seek," the U.S. 
note said. 
About half of the nine-point pro­ 
test. which was made public by 
the State Department, dealt with

unification, 
shoe leather, dollars and v otes." 
Dewey Short, an assistant sec­ 
retary of the Army , told the state 
conv ention that certain Dem ocrat­ 
ic candidates for president are 
try ing to get into the White House 
by downgrading the United States 
as compared with Russia. 
"These 
Democratic 
hopefuls 
who are suffering the incurable 
itch hav e contributed som e of the 
worst 
cam paign 
propaganda 
I 
hav e ev er seen," he told the Re­ 
publican state conv ention in his 
key note speech. 
“ They are try ing to hav e peo­ 
ple, not only in our nation but in 
the rest of the world, believ e that 
we are a second-rate power or 
ev en worse than that." 
The form er congressm an from 
the Sev enth District then pointed 
out the United States has a higher 
standard of liv ing and produces 
more consum er goods than Rus­ 
sia. In the m issile field, he said, 
the United States has launched 18 
earth satellites while Russia has 
put up only four, and this nation 
still has nine in orbit while the 
Sov iets hav e only two. 
Short w as one of sev eral men­ 
tioned as a possible choice of the 
conv ention for the v ice presiden­ 
tial candidate. 
During the speeches of candi­ 
dates. 
Harry 
Hatcher, 
Neosho, 
former state senator and a candi- 


date for lieutenant gov ernor, sug­ 
gested Short would be a good can­ 
didate for v ice president. 
Short, howev er, said he had no 
aspirations in that direction and 
that he had run his last political 
race. 
Others mentioned for the spot 
were Rep.

Short called the Republican par­ 
ty “ the party of peace" and added 
that in "this first half century we 
hav e had three major wars, all

Defense Plan 
Apparently 
is Doomed 


Gen. Kuter Fighting 
Virtually Alone 
To Get Program 


WASHINGTON 
- A plan to 
put the country ’s air defense com ­ 
mand nerv e center in an under 
mountain stronghold apparently is 
doomed. 


Gen. Laurence S, Kuter, chief 
of the North American Air De­ 
fense Command, is fighting v ir­ 
tually 
a 
lone 
battle 
to 
get 
approv al for going ahead with the 
original program. Plans called for 
putting his combat headquarters 
in a deep underground location 
in Colorado, protected from im ­ 
m ediate 
destruction 
by 
nuclear 
bomb or m issile attack. 


Cost estim ates for the project 
had run as high as 
175 million 
dollars. 


Kuter, who recently m ade an­ 
other trip to Washington on be­ 
half of his effort, has said cen­ 
tralized control of the defense sy s­ 
tem is v ital. 


“ This control sy stem must hav e 
som e protection against the first 
salv o of m issiles, or we will truly 
hav e a one-shot war as far as 
air defense is 
concerned," 
he 
added. 


Kuter has been 
pleading 
his 
case 
before 
congressional 
com ­ 
m ittees. But he now has little if 
any support from som e top lev el 
quarters of the Air Force. 
Gen. 
Thomas 
D. 
White, 
Air 
Force chief of staff, told Congress 
earlier this spring, when asked 
about 
the NORAD underground 
headquarters, that "we do not in­ 
tend to build it as of now." 
On the other hand, Secretary of 
the Air Force Dudley C. Sharp 
indicated a few weeks earlier that 
the project m erely had been sus­ 
pended while new studies were 
being made. 
Some Air Force officials indi­ 
cated, 
when 
checked 
Saturday , 
that they believ e the project has 
ended. But they said that no fi­ 
nal. firm decision had been made. 
Among the argum ents present­ 
ed for building the NORAD under­ 
ground 
headquarters 
was 
that 
this would be doing no more than 
what had been done for the head­ 
quarters of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand near Omaha and is being 
done in the case of part of the 
ICBM 
m issile - launching 
site 
hardening” program 
The NORAD installation would 
be sim ilar to the SAC center and 
the 
Alternate 
Command 
Post 
which the Pentagon’s high com ­ 
mand would mov e under threat 
of attack.

Guerrila Fighting 
In Herein Upsurge 
Due to Desperation 


DARJ EELING. India 
- Des- 
peration has driv en Tibetans to 
new attacks on their Chinese Com­ 
munist m asters. As a result, there 
has been a recent upsurge of guer­ 
rilla fighting in many parts of 
Tibet. 


Prelim inary 
reports 
indicate 
there w as a major popular upris­ 
ing recently in Shigatse, one of 
Tibet’s main cities. 13? m iles west 
of the capital of Lhasa. 


Battles 
occurred 
in 
sev eral 
other places, and guerrillas hav e 
been conducting hit-and-run raids 
at widely separated points on the 
roof of the world. Many of the 
guerrillas hav e been forced into 
the hills by intolerable conditions 
in the towns and v illages. 
This picture was pieced together 
from numerous reports reaching 
this 
Indian 
mountain 
town 
40 
m iles from Tibet. 
The reports 
cam e from source« prov ed accu­ 
rate In the past, as well as from 
refugees driv en out of Tibet by 
the recent fighting. 
The 
Shigatse 
uprising is 
be­ 
liev ed to hav e occurred after the 
Red Chinese had discov ered anti­ 
com m unist activ ities among fol­ 
lowers of the Panchen Lama. 
The Panchen, rev ered in Tibet 
as second only to the self-ex iled 
Dalai Lama, has been used as a 
Red Chinese stooge since the 19 59 
Lhasa uprising w as crushed. But 
the Panchen Lam a’s followers re­ 
fused to go along with him. 
One 
unconfirmed 
report 
said 
som e monks from the Panchen 
Lam a’s 
m onastery 
there 
had 
turned against the Red Chinese 
in an open fight after they had 
been sent to attack other Tibetans. 
The Panchen Lama him self re­ 
portedly is under palace arrest in 
Lhasa and is no longer trusted by 
the Communist Chinese. 
One of the claim ants to the Pan- 
chen’s throne is, reported to hav e 
escaped from a Red Chinese con­ 
centration cam p near Lhasa and 
reached Bhutan, a buffer state be­ 
tween India and Tibet. Sources 
said the claim ant, whose nam e 
was not disclosed, had been tor­ 
tured by the Reds.

Tibetan 
m ilitary 
strong points wiped out, the guer­ 
rillas hav e returned to the pattern 
of attack they used when opposi­ 
tion to the Red Chinese occupation 
of Tibet first flared six y ears ago. 
Resistance forces wait on lonely

WEST POINT, N. Y. UP)—

ch ev h av e bro u g h t th e Wes­ 
tern allies clo ser to g eth er 
th an at an y time sin ce h e be­ 
came p resid en t. 


An apparent allusion to Khrush­ 
chev 's recent rocket-rattling re­ 
m arks, Eisenhower also declared: 


"No nation in this world dare* 
attack the United States, and they 
know it." 


Eisenhower left a 45th reunion 
dinner of his West Point class­ 
m ates to speak briefly after an­ 
other dinner — one giv en by th« 
Rockland County Republican or­ 
ganization in hoor of Rep. Kath- 
arie St. George (R-NYL Both af­ 
fairs were held at the nearby 
Bear Mountain Inn. 


Eisenhower surprised his GOP 
audience by taking his first public 
note of Khrushchev ’s personal at­ 
tacks on him. The Kremlin leader 
Friday declared that Eisenhower 
is too dangerous a man to be pres­ 
ident of the United States. 
The Sov iet 
Prem ier also ha* 
threatened that the Sov iet Union 
will turn its rockets against any 
Allied base from which planes are 
launched 
for 
reconnaissance 
flight* ov er th* Sov iet Union. 
Eisenhower has ordered a halt 
to U2 spy plane flights ov er So­ 
v iet territory . That order cam e 
after the R ussians had downed a 
U2 on May 1 and captured its 
pilot. 
Saturday night, the President 
hit again at what he called So­ 
v iet secrecy . He got a big round 
of applause from about 1,500 GOP 
diners when he asserted the Unit­ 
ed States tries to penetrate Sov iet 
secrecy , and "and in my opinion 
properly ." 
The President arriv ed at West 
Point from Washington Saturday 
afternoon. He went to the Repub­ 
lican dinner from his own class 
reunion 
w earing 
a 
y ellow 
and 
black armband with the numeral 
’15—the y ear of his graduation. 
Speaking forcefully , Eisenhow­ 
er said the United States is de­ 
term ined to keep itself strong— 
scientifically , 
econom ically and 
m ilitary . Such determ ination, he 
added, is based on the concept of 
human dignity . 
"Freedom and liberty ev entual­ 
ly will triumph ov er ty ranny ,” 
the President declared to another 
round of applause. 
It was then he asserted, "ill-

Khrushchev ” hav e really brought 
the West closer together than at

NEWARK NEWS: Invitation to Learning.— 
What a lot of people have suspected lor 
quite some time is now confirmed by the 
professional educators, those people who gen­ 
erally know every thing about education except 
may be the subject. From no less an authority 
than the National Education Association comes 
word that parents can be useful in the edu­ 
cation of their offspring. 
It is really a cry for help that is voiced 
in the NEA’s pamphlet titled "How to Help 
A our Child Learn." It comes at a time when 
parents are beginning to realize that the edu­ 
cation of their children and the grandeur of 
the school building in which this operation 
takes place have no particular relationship. 
The parental misgivings are fortified hy the 
complaint of law schools, medical schools 
and the common garden variety of colleges 
that they are forced to down-grade standards 
to accommodate recent high school graduates.

WASHINGTON - U. S. national 
debt is around 28 8 billion dollars. 
This is over 15 billion more than 
at the end of World War II. 
Ask the average citizen what 
caused the increase and he will 
guess that it was greater national 
defense 
spending, 
foreign 
aid, 
farm subsidies or just governm ent 
waste and extravagance in gen­ 
eral. 
One of the best kept secrets in 
Washington, say s Postm aster Gen­ 
eral Arthur » Summerfield, is that 
nearly half — 6 8 billion dollars — 
is due to postal deficits over the 
last 15 y ears. 
This isn’t exactly a secret. It’s 
just that it hasn't been recogniz­ 
ed or advertised. 
Year after y ear, Congress has 
refused to put the departm ent on 
a pay -as-it-goes basis 
This y ear no different 
Post office estim ates it will be 
603 million dollars in the red for 
the fiscal y ear ending June 30. 
It is asking Congress for a 554 
million dollar rate increase. 
President Eisenhower has been 
recommending 
such 
increases 
since 1954. 
There was one 500 million dol­ 
lar increase in '58 . 
That was to 
cover a wage raise for postal em ­ 
ploy es and increased mail hauling 
pay for the railroads. 
In this election y ear, there is 
little chance postal rates will be 
raised. 
The pressure from lobbies is 
too great. 
Most of the opposition comes 
from big users of second and 
third class mail 
Post office los­ 
ses on second class mail this y ear 
will be 260 million dollars, on 
third class 190 million. 
The post office loses one cent 
on every piece of third class ad­ 
vertising “Junk” mail it delivers 
to y our door. 
It loses an average 
of four cents on every magazine. 
Those are the rat holes down 
which the millions seep. 
This tight money situation may 
have had one good effect in forc­ 
ing the departm ent to modernize. 
Since 1953. m ail volume has in­ 
creased 20 per cent. 
With a m il­ 
lion new houses annually and with 
growth of sprawling suburbs, the 


m ailm en's routes have been leng­ 
thened 
They have been motor­ 
ized. 
Post office mail handling ha* 
been mechanized. With 1,200 few­ 
er 
mail 
trains 
running, 
much 
short-haul mail is trucked 


One of the least publicized of 
the modernizations is the post of­ 
fice building program. 


In the last five y ears over 4.000 
new post offices have been built 
at a cost of 200 million dollars— 
without Congressional appropria­ 
tion. 
Private industry has built them. 
The government just rents them, 
with options to buy the properties 
at the end of each short term 
lease renewal period. 
In 1954 Co ng ress passed a "lease 
purchase plan” intended to ac­ 
complish the same end It bogged 
down in red tape clauses, and was 
abandoned in 1955. 
Post 
Office 
D epartm ent 
then 
began regional survey s to deter­ 
mine where it most needed new 
buildings. 
Sites are picked in co- 
ofieration with city planners, pub­ 
lic utilities and highway depart­ 
ments, 
Options are then secured on lo­ 
cations. 
Plans are drawn to gov­ 
ernm ent specifications. Contracts 
are then let by competitive bida 
ding to build and lease. 
Rentals in ’,59 averaged 97 cents 
a square foot, but this is said to 
be lower than rents paid in '53. 
The 4.000 new units built in the 
last five y ears have been in every 
.state of the union. 
California got 28 7, New* York 
265, 
Illinois 
174, 
Georgia 
72, 
which is average. 
Costs have ranged from De­ 
troit’s 20 million-dollar job down 
Ijd $8 .000, with an average of $75,- 
0 0 0. 
Local communities like the new 
arrangem ent because it keeps the 
new buildings on the tax rolls. 
And congressm en’s battles to get 
new post offices in their districts 
are over. 
There hasn't been a 
pork barrel P. O. built since 1930. 
There used to be 41,000 U. S. 
post offices but there are now 
only 36.000. 
In the next five y ears R ie 
planned to build 12,000 post offi­ 
ces. 
It will be a two-billion dol­ 
lar construction program .

I want here and now to direct 
attention to the second general 
principle that 
requires planning 
of vacations 
so 
that 
additional 
wear and tear is not imposed on 
nony acationing m em bers of 
the 
household. 
Let me per.sonalize what 
Im 
try ing to convey . 
Consider the plight of the wife 
and m other whose husband and 
children are eagerly looking for­ 
ward to their respective periods 
of vacation. 
So long as the children con­ 
tinue going to school, they will 
vacation about a third of the y ear. 
At best, this m eans later rising, 
disruption of housecleaning rou­ 
tines, staggered breakfasts, lun­ 
cheon. guests,* all-dav radio and 
TV 
frequent 
interruptions 
for 
un-schedueld trips to and 
from 
friends’ homes, 
the 
pool, 
the 
beach, 
club 
meetings, 
picnics, 
cook-outs, the movies, ball gam es 
and parties. 
<* 
^ 
It m eans one or m ore daily 
trips to m arkets or shopping cen­ 
ter to replenish raided larders, 
com plaints on the delay and con­ 
fusion of the evening m eal with 
its added starters, all-night radio 
and TV, nightly 
hassles 
about 
retiring. 
Complaints will come from the 
working wage 
earner 
of 
negli­ 
gence, followed by requests 
to 
be "a pal," pay him some atten­ 
tion, join him in w hatever rec­ 
reation or am usem ent seem s to 
suit his fancy at the moment. 
Now it’s my 
contention 
that 
any vacation that imposes this 
ty pe of 
prolonged 
stress 
and 
strain on another m em ber of the 
household, and most 
especially 
the wife and mother, is a bad 
family investm ent. 
My plea to each family group, 
partially in its self-interest, is to 
organize the vacation period to 
lessen the burdens of housekeep­ 
ing. 
At 
risk of further alienating 
m any modern child psy chologists, 
I’d suggest a start be m ade by 
enforcing 
discipline, 
assigning 
definite duties to vacationing chil­ 
dren. rew arding work that’s done 
com petently -and 
promptly 
and 
penalizing work that’s done slop­ 
pily or tardily . 
Then to w rap up 
the 
entire 
parcel, 
initiate 
a co - operative

effort to get the household run­ 
ning with such

A* he lit the can­ 
dles, the trumpets played a mel­ 
low riff.

joined 
by 
thumping 
brass. 
"0 come, let us sing unto the 
Lord,” said the pastor. The bass 
viol pulsed rhythmically and the 
saxes moaned as the choir re­ 
plied: " I* t us heartily rejoice in 
the strength of our salvation." 
As the offertory was made, a 
soprano sang notes to a George
